COMMISSIONERS ‘REPORT 6000 

DEATHS FROM INFLUENZA 
IN VARIOUS TRIBES, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—High 
tribute to the courage and zeal of 
Indian service employees during in- 
flUuenza epidemics among the tribes 
is paid by the board of Indian com-} 
missioners in its annual report made 
public today. In some cases, the 
report said, the action of these em- 
Ployees amounted to heroi@m and 
the devoted work of the corps un- 
doubtedly kept down the death toll 
among the government’s wards. 
“Indian service doctors, superin- 
tendents, supervisors, teachers, 
matrons, clerks and other reserva- 
tion employees were out in the field 
night and day, cari for the sick 
and burying the dead,” the report 
said. “Notwithstanding the heroic 
work of the medical staff and the 
low rate of mortality among the 
Indians, the epidemic emphasized |.
